Kellogg further said, concerning 
the opposition tegteluture, that if its incmliers 
do not come and take the seats which are held 
open for them, they must assum e Hie respon­ 
sibility for the results of their conduct.

gretted when the natural abilities of Louisi­ 
ana to care for its ow a people, aud raise in­ 
valuable products for shipment, are consid­ 
ered.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To the S enate an d A ssembly: 
At tho close of another year ot uninterrupt­ 
ed health, prosperity, abundance and peace, 
the fervent expression of our thankfulness is 
due lo Almighty God for these signal mani­ 
festations of His favor. 
While in portions of 
our sister states a destructive pestilence has 
desolated hundreds of households, our owu 
have been mercifully spared. 
Though the 
friendly relations of the United States with a 
European power were for a time endangered 
by an lnfringemnt of our international rights, 
the peril has been happily averted by a com ­ 
bination of firmness and forbearance, which 
always becomes a powerful governm ent; ana 
there is gronnd for hope that the ancient na­ 
tion, whlcte with a less prudent bearing on 
our part, might now have been at war with 
us, may occupy, on the other side of the 
Atlantic, sustained bv our sympathy aud kind 
offices, the same position, which we hold In 
the western hemisphere, aaa representative of 
free institutions. 
It would be a sourceof heartfelt satisfaction 
to us lf we could say unreservedly that we 
had responded to this exemption from dom es­ 
tic and national evils by a more devoted dis­ 
charge of our social duties, a more cheerful 
submission to the laws, and a more studious 
fulfillment of-our obligations to the public and 
to each other. 
In all these respects I fear a 
review ot the past will disclose much which 
WI I need your most thoughtful deliberation, 
with a view to provide su*m remedies as may 
be within your constitutional powers. 
The condition of the stato is, nevertheless, 
under most of its aspects, exceedingly gratify­ 
ing. Onr debt is comparatively small; it may, 
with proper economy, within a few years be 
entirely paid; and iii that case we shall stand 
in marked and commendable contrast with 
other states and municipalities, which are 
heavily burdened • with pecuniary liabilities. 
Our colleges, academies and schools are flour­ 
ishing, our charitable institutions in general 
tveli managed, our laws enforced with renewed 
vigor, and great criminals brought to speedy 
and exemplary punishment. 
The reports of 
tho officers in charge of the different depart­ 
ments of the government will present to you 
In full the details, of which I proceed to give 
a summary.

There were up reliable inven­ 
tories of the property contained in the arsen­ 
als, and therefore no means of ascertaining 
from time to time whether it was faithfully 
preserved. 
This radical defect has been rem­ 
edied. 
Complete inventories of the contenu 
of all the arsenals have been prepared, the 
commissary 
general of ordnance has been 
made responsible for them, and whenever a 
change takes place hereafter in the incumbent, 
the successor will be required to receipt for 
them. 
The same system of accountability is 
applied to the commanders of regiments who 
are required to give bond* for the lafe keep­ 
ing of the arms and other property in their 
charge. 
la the progress of tho Inquiries set 
on foot to ascertain where snch property was 
to tie found, large quantities of arms and mu­ 
nitions were discovered outside of arsenals 
and of military organizations, amounting to 
over $9,000 In value. 
Unserviceable property 
to the amount of $7,283.90 has been sold, ami 
about the same nmount is on hand for sale.— 
The force in tho arsenals has been reduced bv 
the discharge of superfluous employes, and ii 
saving of $5,616.44 per annum bas been ef­ 
fected. 
The accomplishment of these reforms 
has been most efficiently carried out by tho 
Adjutant General aided by the Commissary 
General of ordnance. 
A system of thorough inspection has been 
introduced with very beneficial results by the 
Inspector General, and the National Guard is 
believed to lie better organized, disciplined 
and prepared for active service than it has 
been at any previous time. 
On the 9th of January last the sum of $192,- 
650,31 was receive*! from the federal govern­ 
ment on account of the wur claims of llicstute, 
and on the 19th of Mardi a further sum of 
$107,498.08, In all $300,148.39. 
The account 
presented by the state shows a balance of $1,- 
209.286.11 still due. 
This amount includes 
$131,188.02 on account of interest on Comp­ 
troller's bonds, which cannot he paid without 
qn act of Congress, and also an installment 
uot fret examined of $341,580.10. 
The re­ 
mainder, $736,507.99, is made up of disallow­ 
ed und suspended items, ot which probably 
not more than a third will be obtained. 


TRUST COMPANIES. 


Some legislation is desirable for tho regula­ 
tion of that class of moneyed corporations 
known as trust, loan and indemnity, guaran­ 
tee, and safe deposit companies. 
Banks of discount and de|>09it and savings 
banks have a general system by which each 
class is regulated, and no reason is perceived 
why the corporations referred to should not 
be placed under a similar system, the provis­ 
ions of which shall bo uniform. The last-nam ­ 
ed Institutions have, as a general rule, greater 
powers than the former, under less restriction, 
with no uniform external supervision, and 
with equal liability to hazardous risks and ul­ 
timate loss. 
Your consideration is respect­ 
fully called to the propriety of passing a gen­ 
eral law applicable to all institutions of this 
class now in c er a tio n ami requiring any 
which may be hereafter created to conform 
to it. 
The New York Loan and Indemnity Com­ 
pany, iii tlio published announcement of its 
powers and purposes, makes the fact conspic­ 
uous that it is “ fully prepared to carry on a 
general banking business.” 
It is not doubted 
that others are engaged in the same transac­ 
tions, and yet they are, to a great extent, free 
from the operation or those laws, to which it 
Is the policy of the state to subject other mon­ 
eyed institutions as custodians of the funds of 
the citizens of the state iii order to protect the 
people from loss through mismanagement and 
fraud. 
The demand for these charters seems 
to be increasing, while our legislation, in re­ 
gard to them, is inharmonious with itself and 
with the principles which have been deemed 
sound in resjmet to inilitutions of this char­ 
acter. 
One company is under the supervision 
of the state Comptroller, another, iii a certain 
sense, of the bank superintendent, while a 
third is the ward of the Supreme Court. These 
anomalies should be correcter! by the adoption 
of a uniform system of accountability. 


BANKS. 


On the first day of Oetolicr last, eighty 
banks were doing lim iness lin ier tho law s of 
the state. 
During tho fiscal year, circulating notes to 
the amount of $20,972 were destroyed by the 
bank deuartment. 
One hundred and fifteen 
banks were credited with lost circulation to 
the nmount, Iii all, of $180,913, the lim e for 
redeeming the same, after the usual leg al no 
Hee. having expired.

SINKING FUNDS. 


Iii my annual m essage lo tho legislature in 
January last, allusion was made to the duty 
of preserving inviolata the 
sinking funds 
pledged for the payment of the interest and 
tim redemption of the principal of the state 
debts. 
By the constkution of the state these 
funds are required to be •‘sacredly applied" to 
that purpose. 
Any diversion of the moneys 
belonging to them to other 
purposes is a 
clear violation of this requirement and an act 
of had faith to the public creditors, who have 
made lours to the state on the pledge of these 
fuqds for their re-payment. 
Yet Hie legisla­ 
ture iii past years has authorized the applica­ 
tion of these moneys to the expenses of the 
government; and oil the 30th of .September, 
1872, the greater part of Hie $11,000,000 then 
belonging lo the general, contingent, canal 
and bounty fund sinking funds had I tee ii used 
for other purposes. The comptroller lins taken 
measures to redress this violation of the faith 
of the state, by Investing these funds in per­ 
manent securities. 
On the 30th of September, 
1872, Hie whole amount so invested was only 
$871,214.09. 
The amount on Hie 30th of Sep­ 
tember, 1873. was $2,328,903.65, and further 
addition of about $900,000 has since been 
made. 
The residue of the moneys belonging 
to these funds will be invested in like manner, 
as rapidly as the receipts into the treasury, 
applicable to the purpose, ar** realized. 
It is 
now represented by deficiencies, bank depos­ 
its and unpaid taxes. 


PAYMENT OF STATE TAXES. 


By chapter 760 of tho Laws of 1873, It was 
provided that every county should “ pay its 
quota of state taxes into the State Treasury, 
Hie one-half on or before the fifteenth day of 
April, and tile other half on or before tile first 
day of May, in each aud every year there­ 
after.” 
Tho object of this provision was to secure 
to the state the payment of the taxes raised 
in the several counties In tim e to meet appro­ 
priations made by the legislature for the ex­ 
penses of government. 
This requirement 
is not obeyed. 
In a number of counties the 
treasurers during the last year retained over 
$100,009 cadi for several months after the last 
•lay appointed for payiug it into the state 
treasury, baring loaned it to the banks in 
their neighborhood al interest, thus using the 
public money, iii flagrant violation of law, for 
their own pecuniary benefit, 
indeed, it is a 
common practice on the part of county treas­ 
urers to loan at interest, after the tim e fixed 
for paying it lo the state, motleys collected 
from the tax-payers, thus making a profit out 
of a breach of their trust. 
Tile money thus 
collected is the pro;>erty of the state from Hie 
day the law requires it to be paid into the 
treasury; nnd the retention of it beyond that 
day by a treasurer, is not only a virtual con­ 
version of public money to bis own us**, and 
in that respect a gross official abuse iii fraud 


was made up by taxation: and it will be nec­ 
essary to lay another burden on the tax pay­ 
ers to nu ke up a new- deficiency by author­ 
izing a tax lor (hat purpose. 
The Comptroller and Treasurer have adopt­ 
ed new safeguards by a more frequent inspec­ 
tion and comparison of tho books of their re- 
spcctive offices; hut absolute security from a 
fraudulent abstraction of the public funds can 
only be secured by Hie personal integrity of 
those who are concerned in their receipt and 
disbursement. 


CAN A U . 


During the last year the public attention 
aud Interest have been earnestly given to th* 
subject of cheapening transportation between 
the west and tho AtlanHc coast by the Im­ 
provem ent’of our natural and artificial water­ 
ways. 
There is no economical question which con­ 
cerns the people of this state more deeply. 
Tho most important aspect under which it can 
be viewed, is that of enabling them to pro­ 
cure at lower prices the supplies they require 
for their own consumption, and to obtain 
higher prices for articles they produce by en­ 
abling them to reach the points of exchange 
at a diminished rate of transportation. 
This 
Is the local view, and the one in which the 
great body of our people have a primary in­ 
terest. 
To the people of the west, and espe­ 
cially the grain producing districts, tbi3 is the 
sole view under which the question is regard­ 
ed with much Interest. 
They wish through 
cheaper transportation to sell their own pro­ 
ducts at better prices, aud obtain at lower 
prices Hie articles they take in ex'chaiige. 
There is another aspect of comparatively 
trifling importance to the west, lint of the 
greatest consequence to un. 
It matters little 
to them by what chan tie's they reach 
the 
markets for their products. 
But it is vital to 
the commercial ascendency of the city of Now 
York, and to Hie continued success of our 
canal system, which has cost tut so much, and 
which contributes so largely to our prosperity, 
that the communications between the two sec­ 
tions should not be lessened by the diversion 
into Other CIM BOVti of products seeking foreign 
markets. 
It Is not probable that any competing water 
communication can ever interfere with us ma­ 
terially, unless it be bv the river St. Lawrence, 
which is readied by means of two short canals 
below all obstructions, thus affording a cheap 
an*l speedy connection w ith the ports of Lake 
Michigan. 
These tw*> canals will probably be 
enlarged within a few years, so as to admit of 
the passage of vessels carrying cargoes of 
1.600 tons, at a lower cost of transportation 
than we can afford, unless our canal locks 
can be so lengthened a.s to pass boats of 
greater capacity, or unless the cest of carrying 
can Ire reduced by using steam as a motive 
power, and lessening the time now reqairod 
for transit from the lakes to tide water. 
In 
one respect the route to the ocean by the St. 
Lawrence will always contend at a disadvan­ 
tage with ours. The port of New York is open 
al all seasons. 
The ports on the St. Law­ 
rence are closed during six months of tile 
year, and during these months Quebec and 
Montreal can reach the ocean by several hun­ 
dred miles of railroad. 
If all the locks on tin* Erie canal were 
doubled, as they will be shorty, and the prism 
were made to conform to the prescribed d - 
mensioos, its dimensions would, no doubt, be 
sufficient to perform all the service required of 
it for several years lo com e; und when to this 
increased capacity tho application of steam, 
as a motive power, should be added, its ability 
to maintain a successful coin|>elition with 
other route# cannot be questioned. 
The ex­ 
periments with 8103111 already made, under 
Hie liberal inducement offered by the state, 
though not entirely satisfactory, leave little 
doubt that they will be so at no distant period 
of time. 
When tile canal debt is paid, or the pay­ 
ment secured by the accumulation of properly 
invested sinking funds, which shall equal iii 
amount the l*on*ls outstanding, the tolls can 
beaguin reduced aud the cost of transportation 
be further diminished. 
The expediency of constructing a ship canal 
to unite Hie waters of the Hudson and Lake

SAVINGS BANKS. 


Tiicre were on the 1st of July last, 152 sav­ 
ing* banks reig n in g to the bank department 
(three of tv Ii ion are closing,) with assets ag­ 
gregating $314,755,770. 
The increase in assets during thesix months 
ended July I, 1873. amounted to $9,425,439. 
The number of persou* having det>oeiis in 
these institutions, was, according to the num­ 
ber of open accounts ou the 1st day of Janu­ 
ary, 
1873, 
822,642, 
being au increase of 
45,942 deposits during the year then ended. 
In my annual m essage in January last, it 
was recommended that a general law should 
be passed defining the powers of savings banks 
aud reg a lin g all special privileges in existing 
chapters inconsistent with it. It was also sug­ 
gested that (he amouut which any one indi­ 
vidual should l»e allowed to deposit, should be 
limited. 
These suggestions are renewed with I 
the further recommendation that these insti­ 
tutions should uot be allowed to pay more 
than five |>er cent, interest on deposits'. These 
deposits exceed $3<K), 000,000, aud tho inter- I 
cst* involved are so serious that tho subject is 
one of the most important that can engage 
the atteutiou of the legislature. 
The primary 
consideration is safety, apd this cho only bl* 
secured by the very best investments and by 
a moderate rata of interest to depositors 
Five per cent, is believed to Im* the maximum 
which these institutions can afford to pay, if 
sound rules ure applied to their transactions. 
It is also recommended that no director or 
officer of a savings bank shall be a director or 
officer of any bank of discount iii which its

classes are iu some institutions under the 
same management, and there is always dan­ 
ger that moneys which are deposited with the 
lormer, and required to be invested in per­ 
manent securities, may enter iutolheordinary 
business of the latter and be Inane*! out ou 
discounted notes in violation of the require­ 
ment* of the law.

The number of emigrants from foreign 
countries who arrived at New York during 


dition of Hie office, Mr. W. E. Warren, of the 
city of New York, an experienced auditor and 
accountant, 
was employed by me for the 
purpose, and his report will bo transmitted to 
you at an early day. 
It shows that the whole 
amount of the money stolen by tho nominal 
Cashier was taken during the months of An­ 
gust and September, 1673, and that tim fraud 
in applying the money to hix own use was at­ 
tempted to be covered up by falso entries in 
the books of the office. 
There is uo doubt 
that the defalcation is due, iu a great degree, 
to the unwarrantable confidence r eu se d iu 
him by tho Treasurer ami his deputy. 
Tile 
former was absent from bis office much of his 
time, and the latter, in the absence of his 
principal, seems to have surrendered the whole 
control of its affairs to the defaulting clerk, 
and to have endorsed draft* for a large amount 
of the moneys abstracted payable to the order 
of a pretended Cashier of a private banking 
house in the city of New York of very ques­ 
tionable character, and he is unable to say 
whether the endorsements were Ailed up or 
signed In blank. 
It is proper to add that 
there is not the slightest ground for impeach­ 
ing the integrity of the Treasurer, or deputy, 
or auy other sulmrdinate in the office except 
the defaulting clerk. 
But there is no doubt 
tbe defalcation would have been prevented if 
the Treasurer had been at his post ami given 
to his duties the attention the stale has a right 
to exact from tbe custodian of its treasure. 
In absenting himself for a considerable por 
Hon of his lime he has but followed tbe exam ­ 
ple of his immediate predecessors and left the 
duties of his offlco (including tbe receipt and 
custody of millions of dollars) to Im dis­ 
charged by bis deputy and clerks, 
lit1 should 
be required by law to reside iii Albany and to 
attend personally to Ida responsible duties. 
The ^ insulation authorize* the Governor to 
remove the Treasurer for any “ violation of 
bis duty." 
Iii a matter involving the reputa­ 
tion of a public officer, it was" right in my 
judgment, that this should be construed st*id ­ 
ly anil that Hie power of removal should not 
lie exercised unless some duty expressly en­ 
joined by law had been omitted, or some act 
expressly forbidden had been com m itted.— 
Under this provision thus interpreted it did 
not appear to me that a case had arisen to 
warrant the extreme measure referred to. 
Several years ago a smaller defalcation oc­ 
curred in this department. 
The deficiency 


sion. 
At the present time, with heavy bur­ 
dens of taxation on the people of the state, in 
tho prevailing derangement of business, and 
wheu we should economise our means by every 
practicable measure of retrenchment, it would 
be idle to take any steps toward Hie initiation 
of an enterprise of such magnitude and likely 
to involve so enormous expenditure. 
.Should 
it tm practicable at any future day to under­ 
take it, I trust it may be wlib our own means 
and without the embarrassment of a copart­ 
nership with the federal government. 
Such a 
co-0 |H.*ration was suggested when the Erie 
Caual was projected; but it was on full consid­ 
eration renounced with tbe detention on th* 
part of the executive of tbe state that our re­ 
sources were fully adequate to tho accomplish­ 
ment of the work “ without extraneous aid.” 
Iii the meantime with our canals fully com­ 
pleted for Hie transportation of bulky articles, 
and with our groat railroad lines for those 
which are of lighter weight and more easily 
handle I, there n**ed Im no fear that we shall 
lie sufferers from the participation of our 
neighbors iu the business of carrying. 


RAILROAD COMPANIES. 
The profligate manage rn nt of some of our 
railroad companies aud the losses resulting 
from it to those who have contribute*! to their 
construction, calls for some efficient measures 
of correction. 
Tho incalculable value of these 
improvements is universally conceded. 
They 
are indispensable to the public convenience 
they enable us to cross the continent In Ie® 
time than was required to go from New York 
to Buffalo half a century ago; and they brio 
to our doors products of Hie states anJ 'err! 
tories west of the Mississippi, which would 
otherwise sever have reached 114. They ought 
not by our legislation to be rendered unable to 
perform the valuable services they are render 
lag in bringing distant portions of our will* 
extended country into virtual contact, aud in 
advancing our prosperity and growth with 
rapidity hitherto unknown. 
But it is our 
duty to protect our towns and our citizens. 
who have aided iu their com l ruction, against 
the reckless and unscrupulous acts of tho (ii 
rectors, by whom they are managed. 
Im 
mens* association* for 
railroad 
purposes, 
wielding hundreds of millions of dollars, have 
grown up within the last fifty years; and 
wherever great wealth is accumulated in new 
form*, we must expect it lo Im invaded thro 
new forms of depredation. 
We have not kept 
pace with Hie progress of the crime* which 
this aggregation of capital has produced, by 
enacting suitable laws for their repression 
and punishment. 
The application of the 
lunds belonging to railroad companies to 
objects other than those for which they were 
incorporated, and the use of these funds in 
any manner by the managers for private 
profit, should Im* made crimes punishable by 
imprisonment. 
It is a reproach to onr crimi­ 
nal jurisprudence that there are hundreds of 
malefactors in our state prisons undergoing 
sentence* for stealing sums uniter $50, w hile 
there are others 
at 
large who have by 
fraudulent contrivances for their own benefit 
^aerified the pro;»erty of confiding sharehold­ 
ers, many of whom ure women and children, 
to tbc amouut of hundreds of thousand® of 
dollars, aud are living in luxury on the pro­ 
ceeds of these enormous larcenies. 
Our statutes in regard to the embezzlement 
of moneys and breaches of trust, are exceed­ 
ingly defective in respect to the acts and 
person* embraced in them, the definition of 
the crimes, aud the degree of the punishment 
awarded to them. Public officers and servants 
are not embraced in the statute of embezzle­ 
ments; and it is doubtful wnether it covers 
Hie acts of the officers and servants of public 
corporations, while the statute in regard to 
breaches of trust reaches only tbe acts of 
public officers, and provides for aggravated 
cus<s the inadequate punishment ol imprison­ 
ment for a year iu the count) jail and a fine 
of two hundred aud fifty dollars. 
There is 
nothiug more glaring iii the daily exhibition 
of crime than the abuse of fiduciary trusts. 
Little is needed now on tbe score of a firm 
and unsparing administration of justice; but 
there will be no security against the bad faith 
of trustees, employe* of tho state and the 
managers and directors of corporations, public 
and private, until the conversion .to their own 
use of the m one)s confided to them, or the 
diversion of such moneys from their proper 
objects, is more severely punished. 
Among those who have guttered by the 
fraudulent or improvident management 
of 
railroad companies, are tbe inhabitants of 
many towns, which have been induced to sub­ 
scribe to the capital stock, and have issued 
their corporate bonds lo pay for it. 
Theso 
subscriptions will, iii all prol*tibili:y, iu some 
instances bu a total loss, which must be made 
up by assessments on the property of the peo­ 
ple of the towns from wbicli they were pro­ 
cured. 
The bonds already issued by authori­ 
ty of the legislature are no doubt valid. 
But 
it seems to roe to Ire due to the inhabitants of 
our towns, who are solicited, and often suc­ 
cessfully, to subscribe to the stock of theso 
companies by sanguine or exaggerated rep­ 
resentations as lo the productiveness, that all 
laws authorizing such subscriptions should be 
repealed. 
It is estim ated th at at least seventy-five per 
cent, of all the operations of tho stock board 
in the city of N ew York are in railroad stocks 


and honda; nod tho enormous speculations, 
of which they furnish the material, have con­ 
tributed largely to tho derangem ent of the 
legitim ate business 01 the country. 
Tho prac­ 
tice by hanks, which Ila? to som e extent, pre­ 
vailed. of certifying chocks to bo good when 
there were no deposits to meet them, has ag­ 
gravated the evil by giving to particular indi­ 
viduals an alm ost unlimited credit, to be used 
in stock gam bling. 
This practice should be 
arrested by m aking it a penal offence for any 
officer of a bank to certify a cheek unless the 
drawer of the check has a sufficient deposit in 
tbe bank to pay if. 


LEGISLATION. 


Out* of tile greatest evils of our legislation 
Is the carelessness and want of consideration 
with which bills are framed and passed, es­ 
pecially near the close of the .session of the 
legislature, when it cannot give to each bill 
the care aud deliberation due to every enact­ 
ment of law. 
During Hie ten days preceed­ 
ing the close of the last session 352 bills were 
sent to th** Executive Chamber for approval. 
Some of tberfi were so imperfectly framed that 
they would have been a discredit to the stat­ 
ute book, som e were of doubtful meaning, 
others were in direct violation of Hie consti­ 
tution, while the Dtirpose of many could be 
attaint'd under existing general law--. 
The 
adjournment of the legislature rendered it im­ 
possible for the Executive to submit to it his 
objections to these bitts. 
He was, therefore, 
constrained to withhold from them his ap ­ 
proval without being able to confer with tbe 
Houses in which they originated; and they 
were deposited in Hie office of the Secretary of 
State, w ith a statem ent in nearly all cases of 
tho grounds of his actiou. 
The whole number of bills passed by tbc 
two houses of the legislature was 1,017. 
Of 
these 883 were of a private or local, and only 
134 of a strictly public, nature. 
Although 
inauy of the former were unnecessary, as there 
were general laws under which their objects 
could have been substantially accomplished, 
they received the approval of the Executive 
from a reluctance on his part to return bills to 
the house* in which they originated, without 
the most substantial objections. Nevertheless, 
he was constrained, notwithstanding his earn­ 
est desire to b ein accord with the tw o houses 
on matters of legislation, to withhold his ap­ 
proval from 147 of the blite sent to him. 
Tho constitution provides that corporations 
may be formed under general laws; but shall 
not be created by special act, 
except for 
municipal purposes and in cases where, Iii the 
judgment of the legislature, the objects of the 
corporation cannot be attained under general 
laws. 
The restriction contained in the last part of 
this provision lias not boon In all cases re­ 
spected; for it is well known that charters are 
frequently sought and obtained by individuals 
desirous of being associated for private pur­ 
poses, not because there is any difficulty lr, 
affecting their object under existing laws, but 
because a special act of the legislature is r*- 
garded a® attaching to such association® a 
higher public estimation, even when conferring 
no additional privileges or (towers. 
The legis­ 
lature, iii yielding to such applications, nuder 
a natural desire on the part of Hie members to 
gratify the wishes of their constituents, has 
disregarded a restriction, which was intended 
by tho constitution a i a restraint upon un­ 
necessary legislation. 
Your attention is respectfully and earnestly 
invoked to this subject, with the assurance 
that much of yonr valuable time may bo 
raved, an*l that you may avoid th** hardship of 
transacting public business at your own e x ­ 
pense. 
THE SUPPLY BILL. 


The act animally passed “ making appro­ 
priation* for certain expenses of government, 
und supplying deficiencies iii lormer appro­ 
priations," was originally what its title im­ 
ports, au act to supply deficiencies in preced­ 
ing appropriations, and usually covered two 
or three pages of the statute book. 
Last 
year it covered thirty-one pages, and tty far 
the larger amount of its appropriations were 
for ordinary expenses of governm ent, or for 
I object* in no manner answering to the de-l 
Bcription of deficiencies. 
It is, Iii fact, to all 
inteuts, a second appropriation bill. 
There is 
no reason why it should not be made what it 
was originally, und still professes to be, an 
act to provide for deficiencies in former ap­ 
propriations. 
I most earnestly ami respectfully request 
that the bill making provision for these ob­ 
jects may be sent to mc not later than tbe 1st 
day of March, that full tim e lie afforded me 
for examining it, and for you to reconsider it 
if it shall be found to contain matters which 
ought not, in my judgment, to receive my ap­ 
proval. 
At tile last session of the Legislature! 
it was imt passed until the very last m om ent,! 
and, indeed, the adjournment was delayed for 
several hoars after midnight in order to dis- 
poae of it. 
it is of the greatest importance 
to make all appropriations for the necessary 
i expenses of government at an early day, and 
I if another bill is required to provide f ir su|»- 
plying deficiencies it should be sent to tho 
Governor for approval long enough before the 
close of the session to enable him to exam ine 
It wiih care, as ho would, if lie found objec­ 
tionable items in it after the adjournment, be 
couipellsd to approve what he considered 
wTong, or withhold bis approval from it alto­ 
gether, and thus to defeat provisions indispen­ 
sable to meet urgent public needs. 


EMINENT DOMA'K. 
Among tbe bills left in my hands by the 
Legislature was one authorizing the Common 
Council of one of our cities in the interior of 
the state to purchase or acquire lands for a 
public cemetery for its use, aud conferring Ute 
right to lake such lauds without the consent 
of tbe owner. 
My approval was withheld 
from tins bill from considerations, to which I 
deem it proper to call yonr attention. 
The right of every individual to be secured 
iii the undisturbed enjoyment of his pro|<erty 
lies at the foundation of all responsible gov­ 
ernment. 
it is, indeed, one of the primary 
ioblectsfor which governments ure instituted. 
To this fundamental rule there is but one 
proper exception. 
lf private pro|»erty is 
needed for public use. it may be taken by 
making just coiu|>ciisatiou to the owner; but 
the use must be one which is common to all, 
or which is indispensable to tbe accomplish­ 
ment of some object of public necessity. This 
right of eminent doinan, as it is denominated, 
is an incident of sovereignty; aud it is one of 
the most arbitrary of all tbe powers of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In this it has long been exercised for th* 
purpose of con»tructing Hie highways, canals 
and bridges, and, more recently, for railroad® 
and supplying cities and villages with pure 
and wholesome water. 
In Hie latter case it is 
justified by the fact that tbe public health is 
directly concerned. 
Although railroads par­ 
take largely of the character of highways and 
are subject to the common ase of the public 
on terms regulated by law, the delegation to 
them of the right to take private property for 
their use without the owner's consent was con­ 
sidered l*y many as exceedingly questionable, 
and was not conceded without hesitation by 
Hie Legislature. 
Iii all these cases there is it 
necessity, iii order to avoid or overcome phys­ 
ical obstacles, for pursuing given courses, and 
Hie refusal of a single owner of property might 
defeat the public object in view. 
Umler such 
circumslauces tin* government deemed it jus­ 
tifiable lo interpose, aud to authorize the 
property to be taken on making just compen­ 
sation for it.

TUE CURRENCY. 
The city of New York is the financial and j 
commercial centre of the Union. 
Tbe greater j 
part of the revenue from imports is collected 
there; and there, bv its widely extended mer­ 
cantile transactions,our foreign exchanges are 
for the most part regulated. Unfortunately, too, 
it is the principal theatre of the speculations, 
always enormous and frequently fraudulent, 
by which the legitim ate business of the coun­ 
try is deranged and its good name sullied.— 
tie interests of the city and the state are thus 
so intimately interwoven with the condition 
of the currency of the country, that I feel Jus­ 
tified in considering it within Hie provision of 
tbe constitution, which requires the governor 
“ to communicate by m essage to the legisla­ 
ture at every session the condition of tbe state 
and recommend such matters to them as he 
shall deem expedient." 
The financial pressure, under which the 
country is laboring, 
lias exhibited a new 
phase—a suspension by Hie banks, not of pay­ 
ment in specie, but of payment Iii depreciated 
und inconvertible paper—a lower depth of dis­ 
credit tbau we have ever before reached. — 
Their condition, when public confidence was 
at its lowest ebb, may be exemplified by tbe 
hypothetical case of a debtor, who, w hen rail­ 
ed on to pay, could only give his creditor a 
certificate that he owed him the money; and 
it is worthy of consideration that their inabil­ 
ity to meet their obligations occurred with 
$700,000,000 of circulating bank and govern­ 
ment notes outstanding. 
Tbe disordered condition of the currency, 
out of which this extraoidinary suspension 
arose is a source of general dissatisfaction to 
tbe people of the country and of serious in­ 
jury and embarassment to our commercial 
transact ions at borne and abroad.

that, with a few honorable exceptions, our 
representatives mean to take the chances and 
bold on to the money. 


The country at large is to be congratulated 
on the resum ption of business by two houses 
so thoroughly worthy as H enry Clews & Co. 
and Fisk & H atch. 
Those^wbo rem em ber the 
brave and honest stand taken by the former 
especially, in the panic of last fall, and that it 
continued to pay out cash until its soundness 
was dem onstrated, and suspended only under 
a pressure which no banking establishm ent 
could endure in the sam e proportion, will be 
glad to hear th a t all its old friends and many 
new ones stand ready to sustain it now. 


Gen. G rant will probably withdraw Wil­ 
liams’ nam e from the Senate. 
To do this up­ 
on the compulsion of popular opinion will be 
a bitter pill for the President to swallow, yet 
he will probably make a virtue of necessity 
and remove tbe objectionable A ttorney Gen­ 
eral as a big m ote from the country’s weeping 
eye. 
?A t a late consultation w ith leading 
Republican m embers of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee the President was m ade aware for 
the first time of the real depth and'significance 
of the opposition to W illiams’ confirmation. 
He appeared also not a little surprised at the 
am ount aud dam aging ch aracter of the evi­ 
dence against his nominee which the Com­ 
m ittee had gathered since it first took the 
m atter seriously in hand. 
From w hat he saw 
and heard G rant evidently felt th a t he had 
only one course open to him ; but whether an 
attem pt will afterw ards be m ade to abolish 
the office of Chief Justice to cover the Presi­ 
dent’s retreat, or w hether lie will take the 
risks of a fresh nom ination we shall know if 
we wait long enough. 


G o v . D ix ’s M e s s a g e . 
So much of our space is taken up with tbe 
message of the Governor th at we must apolo­ 
gize to our readers for the lack of the usual 
variety, and also for brevity of comment. 
The 
entire m essage is replete with tbe good sense 
which Gov. Dix has shown to such an em inent 
degree during his incumbency. 
In warnin 
against special legislation, the tendency of 
tbe erection of costly buildings to diminish 
proper expenditure for tbe objects of charity, 
the iniquity of the m odern supply bill, and tbe 
loss involved in dear transportation, the Gov­ 
ernor’s words should receive "prom pt heed 
But the best of the message is its em phatic 
intelligent and convincing advocacy against 
inflation and of a return to specie paym ent 
This part of the m essage is really adm irable 
If only its suggestions m ight prevail the busi 
ness of the country would be saved the seri 
ou3 loss th at lies in the future of iuflation, and 
be enabled to settle down to a firm and steady 
system. 


T h a t F a r c e D o w n S o u tli. 
The disgraceful farce of the two legislatures 
continues in Louisiana. 
Both convened ou 
Monday—the Kellogg and the McEnery bodies 
respectively. 
As everyone knows the former 
is recognized in W ashington. 
Gov. Kellogg’s 
message presented a deplorable view of state 
affairs. 
A ccording to the G overnor’s exhibit 
the state is no longer able to pay the interest 
on its public debt without w hat would amount 
to a confiscation of private property. 
That 
process, were it adopted, would simply be 
equivalent to a starving m an's gnaw ing the 
meagre flesh from his arm s in order to supply 
the im portunato dem ands of his stom ach; it 
would be slow suicide. He further announced 
that the two and one-half millions in bonds 
issued in 1871 to bulkl the Mobile & Texas 
Railroad, would not be paid, 
but that the 
state would probably help any one who would 
come forward and give solid guarantees to 
construct the ro a d ; which is felt to be greatly 
needed. Gov. Kellogg further said, concerning 
the opposition leg;slature, th at if its members 
do not come and take the seats which are held 
open for them, they m ust assum e the respon­ 
sibility for the results of their conduct. 
This 
condition of things cannot be too deeply re' 
gretted when the natural abilities of Louisi 
ana to care for its own people, and raise itv 
valuable products for sliipmeut, are consid' 
ered. 
Besides, the long series of acts of mis- 
government and oppression is culm iuatin 
there in personal suffering for tbe necessaries 
of life. 
Bishop W ilmer of th at state, now in 
W ashington, consulted the other day with tbe 
Presideut and with the Louisiana m embers of 
Congress as to m easures of tem porary relief 
for the destitute in w hat nature lias m ade the 
garden spot of the Union. 
IIow much longer 
is this play to hold the stage ? 


I .o t i c a n d E lo q u e n c e . 
Stephens has made a speech in the Ilou3e 
on the Civill R ights Bill. 
It was the talk of a 
political som nam bulist—w aking words 
ex­ 
pressing sleeping thoughts, 
lie tried to ride 
two horses at ouce—a feat rendered all the 
more difficult in his case by the fact th at the 
horses were not trained to go side by side.— 
The first beast was the Jeffersonian doctrine 
th at all men are created equal; and the sec­ 
ond that colored men have no business to 
take advantage of it. 
For illustration, Mr. 
Stephens declares that colored people have a 
right to purchase first-class tickets for rail­ 
road trains, but th at the com paules have a 
right to compel them to ride in first-class cars 
by themselves. 
The honesty of this statem ent 
m akes it peculiarly delicious. 
The 
logical 
sequeuce of bis position has probably not oc­ 
curred to the Georgian Rip Van W inkle, that 
he simply asserts th at the civil rights of the 
negro are forever to be limited by the white 
m an’s convenience. 
Mr. Stephens is no less a'.curiosity because 
of the antiquity of Ills (method of reasouing, 
than he is on account of w liat Miss Ingclow 
would call the “ ancientry” of 
his 
style 
of eloquence. 
When he had plodded through 
a very long^arguinent,, of the seir-destroying 
Buchanan species to prove that nobody could 
consistently perform an im perative duty.— 
Stephens struck an attitude and divided the 
House between astonishm ent and laughter by 
an oid-fashioned peroration. 
We would not 
m ar its perfection by any attem pt to sum m a­ 
rize it; here it is, quoted with the tenderness 
with which we would handle the petrified re­ 
mains of Demosthenes: 
“ The old Jeffersonian Dem ocratic Republi­ 
can principles are not dead, and will never 
die so long as a true devotee of liberty lives. 
They may be buried for a period, as M agna 
C harta was trodden under foot in England for 
m ore than half a century; but these principles 
will come up with renewed energy, as did 
those of Magna Cbarta, and that, too, at no 
distant day. Old Jeffersonian Dem ocratic Re­ 
publican principles dead 1 
Indeed, when the 
tides of ocean cease to ebb and flow; when 
the winds of Heaven are hushed into perpetu­ 
al silence; when the clouds no longer thunder; 
when E arth’s electric bolts aro up longer felt 
or heard; when her internal tires g<X)ut, then, 
an d not before, will these principles cease to 
live; then, and no t before, will these princi­ 
ples cease to anim ate and move the liberty- 
loving masses of this country.” 
There! what paten t autom aton could give 
as strains more truly classic and more com ­ 
pletely outworn ?

HOUSE. 


Tbe Civil Rights Bill was considered, and 
Mr. BECK moved an am endm eut that the law 
shall not be construed as requiring hotel­ 
keepers to pu t svbitea and blacks in the same 
rooms aud beds. 
Mr. ELLIOTT, colored, delivered a very 
fine speech, which wa3 listened to with the 
greatest attention. He referred to the services 
of men of bis race on the battle-fields of his 
country, rem inded Beck, who always is so 
active'against the negro, that the negro, true 
to ib at patriotism and love of country which 
had ever 
characterized and m arked 
his 
history on this contineut, cam e to the aid of 
the governm ent in its efforts to m aintain the 
constitution. 
To th at governm ent the negro 
now appealed and that constitution ho now 
invoked for protection against outrages and 
unjust prejudices founded on caste. 
Mr. Elliott’s speech was listened to with 
marked interest and atleution by members on 
both sides of the House, aud by crowded gal­ 
leries, and a t its close was very generally and 
loudly applauded. 
Many mem bers congratu­ 
lated'the colored orator warmly, aud Gen. 
Shet man, who was present in the hall, joined 
in these congratulations. 
The debate,as m ight naturally be supposed, 
had great attractions for tbe colored popula­ 
tion of the city, and consequently throughout 
tbe whole day the gentlem en’s gallery wa3 
filled to overflowing, and the doorways were 
blocked up by tbe crowd, in which the colored 
race counted for a t least 95 per cent. 
In tbe 
ladies’ gallery dark faces also predom inated, 
and even the galleries set apart for families of 
Members were not free from the pressure of 
epresentativcs of the race which was deeply 
interested iu the m atter before the House. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To t h e S enate an d A ssem bly: 
At the close of another year ot uninterrupt­ 
ed health, prosperity, abundance and peace, 
the fervent expression of our thaukfulues3 is 
due to Almighty God for these signal m ani­ 
festations of Ills favor. 
While in portions of 
our sister states a destructive pestilence has 
desolated hundreds of households, our owu 
have been mercifully spared. 
Though the 
friendly relations of the United States with a 
European power were for a tim e endangered 
by an lnfringem nt of our international rights, 
th e peril has been happily averted by a com ­ 
bination of firmness an d forbearance, which 
always becomes a powerful governm ent; ana 
there is ground for hope th at the ancient n a ­ 
tion, whlcfo with a less prudent bearing on 
our part, m ight now have been a t w ar with 
us, may occupy, on tbe other side of the 
Atlantic, sustained bv our sym pathy and kind 
offices, the sam e position, wbicli we hold In 
the western hemisphere, a sa representative of 
free institutions. 
It would be a source of heartfelt satisfaction 
to us if we could say unreservedly th a t we 
had responded to this exem ption from dom es­ 
tic and national evils by a more devoted dis­ 
charge of our social duties, a more cheerful 
submission to the laws, and a more studious 
fulfillment of-our obligations to the public and 
to each other. 
In all these respects I fear a 
review ot the past will disclose much which 
will need your most thoughtful deliberation, 
with a view to provide suim remedies as may 
be within your constitutional powers. 
The condition of the state is, nevertheless, 
under most of its aspects, exceedingly gratify­ 
ing. Onr debt is com paratively sm all; it may, 
with proper economy, within a few years be 
entirely paid; and in th at case we shall stand 
iu marked and com m endable contrast with 
ether states and municipalities, which are 
heavjly burdened. with pecuniary liabilities. 
Our colleges, academ ies and schools are flour­ 
ishing, our charitable institutions in general 
well managed, onr laws enforced with renewed 
vigor, and great crim inals brought to speedy 
and exem plary punishm ent. 
The reports oí 
the officers in charge of the diflerent dep art­ 
ments of tbe governm ent will present to you 
In full the details, of which I proceed to give 
a summary.

MILITIA. 
Thu N atioual Guard consists of eight divis­ 
ions and tw enty brigades distributed as fol­ 
lows, viz.: 
One regiment, ono battaliou and 
nine separate troops of cavalry; twelve b at­ 
teries of artillery, thirty-one regim ents, twelve 
battalions and three detached com panies of 
infantry, m aking an aggregate force of 23,360. 
D uring the last year two rcgim euts of infan­ 
try having been disbanded and m ustered out 
of service, six regim ents of infantry have been 
reduced to battalions, and one regim ent lias 
been re-organized. 
During the sam e period six arsenals, wbicli 
had becom e entirely useless, have been sold, 
producing $25,550, of which $22.850 have 
been paid into the treasury, and $2,700 refund­ 
ed to the village of Dunkirk and the city of 
Ogdensburg, from which the sites of two of 
the buildings were obtained. 
A t the commencement of my adm inistration 
found th at no system of proper accounta­ 


bility for arm s, am m unition, and m unitions of 
w ar existed. 
T here were up reliable inven­ 
tories of the property contafhed iu the arsen­ 
als, and therefore no means of ascertaining 
from tim e to tim e whether it was faithfully 
preserved. 
This radical defect has been rem ­ 
edied. 
Complete inventories of the contents 
oí all the arsenals have been prepared, the 
com m issary 
general of ordnance has been 
made responsible for them, and whenever a 
change takes place hereafter in the incumbent, 
the successor will be required to receipt for 
them. 
The sam e system of accountability is 
applied to the com m anders of regim ents who 
are required to give bonds for the safe keep­ 
ing of the arm9 and other property in their 
charge. 
In the progress of the inquiries set 
ou foot to ascertain where such property was 
to be found, large quantiiies of arm s and mu­ 
nitions were discovered outside of arsenals 
and of m ilitary organizations, am ounting to 
over $9,000 in value. 
Unserviceable property 
to the am ount of $7,283.90 has been sold, and 
about the sam e am ount is on hand for sale.— 
The force in the arsenals has been reduced bv 
the discharge of superfluous employes, and Ii 
saving of $5,616.44 per annum has been ef­ 
fected. 
The accom plishm ent of these reforms 
has been m ost efficiently carried out by the 
A djutant G eneral aided by the Commissary 
G eneral of ordnance. 
A system of thorough inspection ha3 been 
introduced with very beneficial results by the 
Iuspector General, and the National G uard Í3 
believed to bo b etter organized, disciplined 
and prepared for active service than it has 
been at any previous time. 
On tbe 9th of Jan u ary last the sum of $192,- 
650,31 was received from the federal govern­ 
m ent on account of the war claims of tliestate, 
and on the 19th of March a further sum of 
$107,498.08, in all $300,148.39. 
The account 
presented by the state shows a balance o f$ l,- 
209.286.11 still due. 
This am ount includes 
$131,188.02 on account of interest on Comp­ 
troller’s bonds, which cannot be paid without 
ipi act of Congress, and also an installm ent 
not Jyet exam ined of $341,580.10. 
The re­ 
m ainder, $736,507.99, is made up of disallow­ 
ed and suspended items, ot which probably 
not more than a third will be obtained. 


TRUST COMPANIES. 
Some legislation is desirable for the regula­ 
tion of th at class of moneyed corporations 
known as trust, loan and indemnity, ¡ruaran- 
tee, and safe deposit companies. 
Banks of discount and deposit and savings 
banks have a general system by wbicli each 
class is regulated, and no reason is perceived 
why the corporations referred to should not 
be placed under a sim ilar system, tbe provis­ 
ions of which shall bo uniform. The last-nam ­ 
ed institutions have, as a general rule, greater 
powers than the former, under less restriction, 
with no uniform external supervision, and 
w ith equal liability to hazardous risks and ul­ 
tim ate loss. 
Your consideration is respect­ 
fully called to the propriety of passing a geu- 
eral law applicable to all institutions of this 
class now in operation and requiring any 
which m ay be hereafter created to conform 
to it. 
The New York Loan and Indem nity Com­ 
pany, in the published announcem ent of its 
powers and purposes, makes the fact conspic­ 
uous th at it is “ fully prepared to carry on a 
general bauking business.” It is uot doubted 
that others are engaged in the same transac­ 
tions, and yet they are, to a great extent, free 
from the operation of those laws, to which it 
is th e policy of tbe state to subject other mon­ 
eyed institutions as custodians or the funds of 
tbe citizens of tlio state in order to protect the 
people from loss through m ism anagem ent and 
fraud. 
The dem and for these charters seems 
to be increasing, while our legislation, in re 
g ard to them, is inharm onious with itself and 
with the principles which have been deemed 
sound in respect to institutions of this char 
actor. 
One com pany is under the supervision 
of the state Comptroller, another, in a certain 
sense, of the bank superintendent, while a 
third is the w ard of the Supreme Court. These 
anom alies should be corrected by the adoption 
of a uniform system of accountability. 


BANKS. 


On the first day of October last, eighty 
banks were doing bujiuess under the laws of 
the state. 
During tlio fiscal year, circulating notes to 
the am ount of $20,972 were destroyed bv the 
bank deoartm ent. 
One hundred and fifteen 
banks were credited with lost circulation to 
the am ouut, iu all, of $180.913, the tim e for 
redeem ing the same, after the usual legal no 
tice, having expired. 
The am ount of circulation outstanding, in 
eluding th at of incorporated banks, banking 
associations and Individual bankers, was, on 
the first of O ctober last, $1,400,116.50. 
Of 
this am ount, tlio sum of $656,240 w assecured 
by deposits of cash, stocks, or stocks and 
m ortgages. 
The residue, being circulation is 
sued prior to the passage of the general bank 
iug law, is uot secured by any deposit in tlio 
bank departm ent. 
There were forty-oue banks incorporated 
prior to the enactm ent of the general banking 
law, that had uot on the 22d of May last, the 
date of an act to provide for their filial closin 
taken any steps tow ard such closiug. 
Twelve 
of these have since given notice of final clos 
iug under the provisions of that act. 
During the fiscal year one bank disconlinu 
ed business, and thirteen 
were orgauized 
eleven of which com m enced business. 
Six of 
these latter were changed from banks organ­ 
ized under the national banking laws. 


sa v in g s b a n k s. 


There were on the 1st of July last, 152 Rat­ 
ings banks reporting to the bank departm ent 
I (three of which are closing,) with assets ag­ 
gregating $314,755,770. 
The increase in assets during tiiesix m onths 
1 ended July 1, 1873, am ounted to S9,425,439. 
The uum ber of persons having deposits in 
these institutions, was, according to the nniii 
ber of open accounts ou the 1st dav of Jauu 
arv, 
1873, 
822,642, 
being au increase of 
45,942 deposits duriug tiie year then ended 
In my annual m essage in January last, it 
was recom m ended that a general law should 
be passed defining the powers of savings banks 
aud repealing all special privileges in existing 
charters inconsistent with it. It was also su 
gested that the am ouut which any one indi­ 
vidual should bo allowed to deposit, should be 
lim ited. 
These suggestions are renewed with 
the further recom m endation that these insti 
tutions should not be allowed to pay more 
than five per cent, interest on deposits. These 
deposits exceed $300,000,000, and the inter 
cats involved are so serious that the subject is 
one of the m ost im portaut that can engage 
the attcntiou of the legislature. 
The prim ary 
consideration is safety, apd this cau only be 
secured by the very best investm ents anil by 
a m oderate rate of interest to depositors 
Five per cent, is believed to be the maximum 
which these institutions can afford to pav, if 
sound rules are applied to their transactions. 
It is also recom m ended th at no director or 
officer of a savings bank shall be a director or 
officer of any bank of discount in which its 
moneys are deposited. 
Institutions of both 
classes are iu some institutions under the 
sam e m anagem ent, and there ¡3 always dan­ 
ger th at moneys which are deposited with the 
former, and required to be invested in per­ 
m anent securities, m ay enter into the ordinary 
business of the latter and be loaned out on 
discounted notes in violation of the require­ 
m ents of the law. 
The former are established 
for tlio benefit of persons in moderate circum ­ 
stances, and every possible precaution should 
be taken to secure the accomplishment of the 
object of their creation. 
The num ber of insurance companies subject 
to the supervision of tiie Insurance D epart­ 
m ent, was on the 31st day of December, 1873, 
271, as follows:

SINKING FUNDS. 
In my annual message to the legislature in 
January last, allusion was m ade to the duty 
of preserving inviolate the 
sinking funds 
pledged for thepaym ent of the interest and 
the redem ption or the principal of the state 
debts. By the constitution of the state these 
funds are required to be “sacredly applied” to 
that purpose. 
Any diversion oí the* moneys 
belonging to them to other 
purposes is a 
clear violation of this requirem ent and an act 
of bad faith to the public creditors, who have 
made loans to the state on the pledge of these 
fujds for their re-payment. 
Yet the legisla­ 
ture in past years lias authorized the applica­ 
tion of these moneys to the expenses of the 
governm ent; and on the 30th of September, 
1872, the greater part of the $11,000,000 then 
belonging to the general, contingent, canal 
and bounty fund sinking funds had been used 
for other purposes. The com ptroller lias taken 
measures to redress this violation of the faitli 
of tbe state, by investing these funds in per­ 
m anent securities. 
Ou the 30th of September, 
1872, the whole am ount so invested was only 
$871,244.09. 
The am ount on tiie 30th of Sep­ 
tember, 1873. was $2,328,903.65, and further 
addition o’ about $900,000 has since been 
made. 
The residue of the moneys belonging 
to these funds will be invested in like manner, 
as rapidly as the receipts into the treasury, 
applicable to the purpose, are realized. 
It is 
now represented by deficiencies, bank depos­ 
its and unpaid taxes. 


PAYMENT OF STATE TAXES. 
By chapter 760 of tho Laws of 1873, it was 
provided that every county should “ pay its 
quota of state taxes into the S tate Treasury, 
the one-half on or before the fifteenth day of 
April, and the other half on or before the first 
day of May, in each aud every year there­ 
after.” 
The object of this provision was to secure 
to the state the paym ent of the taxes raised 
in the several counties In tim e to m eet appro­ 
priations m ade by the legislature for the ex­ 
penses of governm ent. 
This requirem ent 
is not obeyed. 
In a number of counties the 
treasurers during the last year retained over 
$100,000 eacli for several m onths after the last 
day appointed for paving it into the state 
treasury, having loaned it to tiie banks in 
their neighborhood at interest, thus using the 
public money, in flagrant violation of law, for 
their own pecuniary benefit. 
Indeed, it is a 
common practice on the part of county treas­ 
urers to loan a t interest, after the tim e fixed 
for paying it to the state, moneys collected 
from tbe tax-pavers, thus m aking a profit out 
of a breach of their trust. 
The money tint 
collected is the property of the state from the 
day the law requires it to be paid into the 
treasury; and the retention of it beyond th at 
day by a treasurer, is not only a virtual con­ 
version of public motiey to his own use, and 
in that respect a gross official abuse in fraud 
of the law, but it is a great inconvenience to 
the state treasuiy by withholding the means 
of satisfying legal dem ands agam st it, and 
au injustice to parties, whose claims the leg­ 
islature has provided for, by postponing the 
paym ents to which they are entitled. 
This abuse should be remedied by a legisla­ 
tive act. 
It is a greater oflenco than many 
others which are declared to be m isdem ean­ 
ors, and there is quite as much reason that 
should be punished by fine and im prisonm ent. 
Tho counties have a deep interest as well as 
the state in having theii taxes prom ptly paid 
over after collection, as tho chance of defal­ 
cation on the p art of their treasurers is always 
i icreased when the public moneys in tho 
hands of the latter arc used, even tem pora­ 
rily, for 
private 
profit. 
Besides, 
it 
is 
very 
unjust 
and 
a 
great 
hardship 
to the tax-payers to compel them to pay 
promptly, aud then to allow the money col 
lecled from them io he used by the County 
Treasurers and the banks for their own benefit 
for months after the tim e the law requires it 
to be paid over to tho state. 
It is still more 
unjust to them wlieu it is considered that for 
w ant of the moneys thus withheld, tbe Comp­ 
troller is sometimes obliged to borrow at 7 per 
cent, interest to m eet the current expenses of 
the governm ent, and the interest thus paid 
becomes a new burden on the tax-payers. 
When these moneys are loaned to the banks, 
tiie latter loan them to their custom ers; and 
when the Com ptroller calls for their payment 
months after the tim e fix'd for the purpose, it 
is not au uncommon occurrence for the dc 
faulting Treasurers and the banks, which are 
parties to their delinquency, to beset him with 
pressing letters urging him to g ran t them 
further tim e to pay over public moneys w ith­ 
held from the Treasury in fraud of the law’. 
Tbe taxes in a m ajority of the counties are 
promptly paid over; the sam e punctuality 
should be exacted from all; and if the law is 
not voluntarily obeyed, its execution should be 
enforced by suitable penalties. 
A conformity 
to it would, no doubt, be aided by m aking it 
the imperative duty of the Comptroller to 
charge ten per cent, interest on all moneys re­ 
ceived by County Treasurers from taxes for 
state purposes arid withheld by them after the 
day fixed for paym ent into the State Treas­ 
ury.

DEFALCATION IN THE STATE TREASURY. 
It ¡3 my painful duty to call your attention 
to a defalcation in the office of the S late Treas­ 
urer by a fraudulent abstraction of the pub­ 
lic moneys to the am ount of $304,957.91 by 
Charles H. Phelps, one of tho clerks in the of­ 
fice, to whom the chief m anagem ent of its af­ 
fairs seems to have been confided, under the 
title of Cashier. 
This title is wholly unknown 
to the law, wa3 assum ed without proper au­ 
thority, and lias been kept up under a practice 
of long standing. 
W hen this defalcation became known, be­ 
lieving it to be my duty to cause the most 
thorough investigation to be made of the can- 
dition of tlio office, Mr. W. E. Warren, of the 
city of New York, an experienced auditor and 
accountant, 
was employed by me for the 
purpose, and his report will be transm itted to 
you at an early day. 
It shows that the whole 
am ount of the money stolen by tho nominal 
Cashier was taken during the m onths of Au­ 
gust and September, 1873, and th at tlio fraud 
iu applying the money to his own use was a t­ 
tem pted to he covered up by false entries iu 
tlie books of the office. 
There is no doubt 
that the defalcation is due, iu a great degree, 
to the unw arrantable confidence reposed in 
him by tho Treasurer and his deputy. 
The 
former was absent from his office much of his 
time, and the latter, in the absence of his 
principal, seems to have surrendered tbe whole 
control of its affairs to tbe defaulting clerk, 
and to have endorsed drafts for a large am ount 
of the moneys abstracted payable to the order 
of a pretended Cashier of a private banking 
house in tbe city of New York of very ques­ 
tionable character, and lie is unabie'to say 
whether the endorsem ents were tilled up or 
signed in blank. 
It is proper to add that 
there ¡3 not the slightest ground for im peach­ 
ing the integrity of the Treasurer, or deputy, 
or auy other subordinate in the office except 
the defaulting clerk. 
But there is no doubt 
the defalcation would have been prevented if 
the Treasurer had been at his post and given 
to his duties the attention the state has a right 
to exact from the custodian of its treasure. 
In absenting himself for a considerable por­ 
tion of his time he has but followed the exam ­ 
ple of his im m ediate predecessors and left the 
duties of his office (including tbe receipt aud 
custody of millions of dollars) to bo dis­ 
charged by his deputy and clerks. 
He should 
be required by law to reside in Albany and to 
attend personally to his responsible duties. 
The Gonstitntlon authorizes the Governor to 
remove the T reasurer for any “ violation of 
bis duty." 
In a m atter involving the reputa­ 
tion of a public officer, it was right in my 
judgment, that this should be construed strict­ 
ly and that tho power of removal should not 
be exercised unless some duty expressly en- 
Joiued by law had been omitted, or some act 
expressly forbidden had been com m itted.— 
Under this provision thus interpreted it did 
not appear to me th a t a case had arisen to 
w arrant the extrem e m easure referred to. 
Several years ago a sm aller defalcation cc- 
enrred in this departm ent. 
Tbe deficiency 


was m ade tip by tax atio n ; and it will be nec­ 
essary to lay an o th er burden on tbe tax pay­ 
ers to m ake up a uew deficiency by author­ 
izing a tax lor th a t purpose. 
The Com ptroller and T reasurer have adopt­ 
ed new safeguards by a more frequent inspec­ 
tion and com parison of tho books of their re ­ 
spective offices; but absolute security from a 
fraudulent abstraction of the public funds can 
only bo secured by tho personal integrity of 
those who are concerned in their receipt and 
disbursem ent. 


CANALS. 
Duriug the last year the public attention 
aud interest have been earnestly given to the 
subject of cheapening transportation between 
the west and tho A tlantic coast by the im ­ 
provem ent’of our natural and artificial w ater­ 
ways. 
There is no econom ical question which con­ 
cerns tbe people of this state m ore deeply. 
The most Im portant aspect under which it can 
be viewed, is that of enabling them to pro­ 
cure at lower prices the supplies they require 
for their own consum ption, and to obtain 
higher prices for articles they produce by en­ 
abling them to reach the points of exchange 
a t a diminished rate ot transportation. 
This 
Is the local view, and the one in which tbe 
;reat body of our people have a prim ary in­ 
terest. 
To the people of the west, and espe­ 
cially the grain producing districts, this is the 
sole view under which the question is regard­ 
ed wit It much interest. 
They wish through 
cheaper transportation to sell their own pro­ 
ducts at better prices, and obtain a t lower 
prices the articles they take in exchange. 
There is another aspect of com paratively 
trifling im portance to tiie west, bu t of the 
greatest consequence to us. 
It m atters little 
to them by what channels they reacli the 
m arkets for their products. 
But it is vital to 
the commercial ascendency of the city of New 
York, and to the continued success of our 
canal system, which lias cost us so much, and 
which contributes so largely to our prosperity, 
that the com m unications between the two sec­ 
tions should not be lessened by the diversion 
into otherchaiineis of products seeking foreign 
m arkets. 
It is not probable th at any com peting w ater 
com m unication can ever interfere with us m a­ 
terially, unless it be bv the river St. Lawrence, 
whicli is readied by m eans of two short canals 
below all obstructions, thus affording a cheap 
and speedy connection with the ports of Lake 
Michigan. 
These two canals will probably be 
enlarged within a few years, so as to adm it of 
the passage of vessels carrying cargoes of 
1,600 tons, a t a lower cost of transportation 
than we can afford, unless our canal locks 
can be so lengthened a3 to pass boats of 
greater capacity, or unicss tho cost of carrying 
can be reduced by using steam as a m otive 
power, and lessening the time now reqmired 
for transit from the lakes to tide w ater. 
In 
one respect the route to the ocean by the St. 
Lawrence will alw ays contend at a disadvan­ 
tage with ours. The port of New York is open 
a t all seasons. 
The ports oil the St. Law­ 
rence aro closed during six m onths of the 
year, and during these m onths Quebec and 
Montreal can reach the ocean by several hun­ 
dred miles of railroad. 
If all the locks on the Erie caual were 
doubled, as they will tie shorely, and the prism 
were made to conform to the' prescribed di­ 
mensions, its dim ensions would, no doubt, be 
sufficient to perform all the service required of 
it for several years to conic; and when to this 
increased capacity the application of steam , 
as a motive power, should be added, its ability 
to m aintain a successful com petition with 
other routes cannot be questioned. 
Tiie ex­ 
perim ents with steam already made, under 
the liberal inducem ent offered by tbe state, 
though not entirely satisfactory,' leave little 
doubt that they will be so a t no distant poriod 
of time. 
When the caual debt is paid, or the pay 
mont secured by the accumulation of properly 
invested sinking funds, which shall equal in 
amount the bonds outstanding, tho tolls can 
be again reduced aud the cost of transportation 
be further diminished. 
Tho expediency of constructing a ship canal 
to unite tho w aters of the Hudson and Lake 
Erie has recently given rise to much discus 
sion. 
A t the present time, with heavy bur­ 
dens of taxation on the people of the state, in 
the prevailing derangem ent of business, and 
wheu we should econom ise our means by every 
practicable m easure of retrenchm ent, it. would 
be idle to take any steps tow ard tiie initiation 
of au enterprise of such m agnitude and likely 
to involve an enorm ous expenditure. 
Should 
it be practicable at any future day to under 
take it, I trust it m aybe with our own meaDs 
and without the em barrassm ent of a copart 
uersbtp with the federal governm ent. 
Such a 
co-operation was suggested when the Erie 
Caual was projected; but it was on full consid 
eration renounced with the delaration on the 
p art of the executive of the state th at our re- 
sources were fully adequate to the accomplish­ 
m ent of the work “ without extraneous aid 
In tbe m eantim e with our canals fully com­ 
pleted for the transportation of bulky articles 
and with our great railroad lines for those 
which are of lighter weight and m ore easily 
handled, there need be no fear that wo shall 
be sufferers from the participation of oitr 
neighbors in the business of carrying. 


RAILROAD COMPANIES. 
The profligate m anagem ent of some of our 
railroad com panies aud the losses resultin , 
from it to those who have contributed to their 
construction, calls for some efficient measures 
of correction. 
The incalculable value of these 
improvem ents is universally conceded. 
They 
are indispensable to the public convenience; 
they enable us to cross the continent in less 
time than was required to go from New York 
to Buffalo half a century ago; and they lirios 
to our doors products of the states and terri­ 
tories west of the Mississippi, which would 
otherwise never tiave reached us. They ought 
uot by our legislation to be rendered unable to 
perform the valuable services they are render­ 
ing in bringing distant portions of our widely 
extended country into virtual contact, and in 
advancing our prosperity and growth with 
rapidity hitherto unknown. 
But it is our 
duty to protect our towns and our citizens, 
who have aided iu their construction, against 
the reckless and unscrupulous acts of the di 
rectors, by whom they are m anaged. 
Im ­ 
mense associations for 
railroad 
purposes, 
wielding hundreds of millions of dollars, have 
grown up within tbe last fifty years; and 
wherever great wealth is accum ulated in new 
forms, we inu3t expect it to be invaded th ro ’ 
new forms of depredation. 
We have not kept 
pace with the progress of the crimes which 
this aggregation of capital has produced, by 
enacting suitable laws for their repression 
and punishm ent. 
The application of the 
funds belonging to railroad companies to 
objects other than tbo3e for which they were 
incorporated, and the use of these funds in 
any m anner by the m anagers for private 
profit, should be m ade crim es punishable by 
im prisonment. 
It is a reproach to our crim i­ 
nal jurisprudence that there are hundreds of 
malefactors in our state prisons undergoing 
sentences for stealing sums under $50, while 
there are others 
át 
large who have by 
fraudulent contrivances for their own benefit 
aerified the property of confiding sharehold­ 
ers, many of whom áre women and children, 
to the am ouut of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and are living in luxury on the pro­ 
ceeds of these enorm ous larcenies. 
Our statutes in regard to the embezzlement 
of moneys and breaches of trust, are exceed­ 
ingly defective in respect to the acts aud 
persons em braced in ihem, 
the definition of 
the crimes, aud the degree of the punishment 
aw arded to them. Public officers and servants 
are not em braced in the statute of embezzle­ 
m ents; and it is doubtful w hether it covers 
the acts of the officers and servants of public 
corporations, while the statute in regard to 
breaches of tru st reaches only the acts of 
public officers, and provides for aggravated 
casts tiie inadequate puuishm ent of im prison­ 
ment for a year in the county jail and a fine 
of two hundred aud fifty dollars. 
There is 
nothing more glaring in the daily exhibition 
of crime than the abuse of fiduciary trusts. 
Little is needed now on the score of a firm 
and unsparing adm inistration of justice; but 
there will be no security against the had faith 
of trustees, employes of the state and the 
m anagers and directors of corporations, public 
and private, until the conversion .to their own 
use of the moneys confided to them, or the 
diversion of such moneys from tbeir proper 
objects, is more severely punished. 
Among those who have suffered by the 
fraudulent or im provident m anagem ent 
of 
railroad companies, are the inhabitants of 
many towns, which have been induced to sub­ 
scribe to the capital stock, aud have issued 
their corporate bonds to pay for it. 
Tbeso 
subscriptions will, in all probability, iu some 
instances be a total loss, which m ust bo m ade 
up by assessm ents on the property of the peo­ 
ple of the towns from which they were pro­ 
cured. 
The bonds already issued by authori­ 
ty of tbe legislature are no doubt valid. 
But 
it seems to me to be due to the inhabitants of 
our towns, who are solicited, and often suc­ 
cessfully, to subscribe to the stock of theso 
companies by sanguine or exaggerated rep­ 
resentations as to the productiveness, that all 
laws authorizing such subscriptions should be 
repealed. 
It is estim ated th a t a t least seventy-five per 
cent, of all the operations oí the stock board 
in the city of New York aro iu railroad stocks 


and bonds; and tho enorm ous speculations, 
of which they furnish the m aterial, have con­ 
tributed largely to the derangement of the 
legitimate business ot tbe country. 
The prac­ 
tice by hanks, which has to some extent pre­ 
vailed. of csrtify iug checks to be good when 
there were no deposits to meet them, lias ag­ 
gravated the evil by giving to particular Indi­ 
viduals an almost uulimitod credit, to lie used 
in stock gambling. 
This practice should be 
arrested by making it a penal offence for any 
officer of a bank to certify a check unless the 
drawer of the check has a sufficient deposit n> 
the bank to pay it. 
• 
• 


LEGISLATION. 


One of the greatest evils of our legislation 
is the carelessness and want of consideration 
with which bills are framed and passed, es­ 
pecially near the clo3e of the session of the 
legislature, when it cannot give to each bill 
the care aud deliberation due to every enact­ 
ment of law. 
During the ten days preeeed- 
iug the close of the last session 352 bills were 
sent to the Executive Chamber for approval. 
Some of therfi were so Imperfectly framed that 
they would have been a discredit to the stat­ 
ute book, some were of doubtful meaning, 
others were in direct violation of the consti­ 
tution, while the purpose of many could be 
attained under existing general laws. 
The 
adjournment of the legislature rendered it im­ 
possible for the Executive to submit to it his 
objections to these bills. 
He was, therefore, 
constrained to withhold from them his ap­ 
proval without being able to confer with tbe 
Houses in which they originated; and they 
were deposited in the office of the Secretary of 
State, with a statem ent in nearly all cases of 
the grounds of his action. 
The whole number of bills passed by tbe 
two houses of the legislature was 1,017. 
Of 
these 883 were of a private or local, and only 
134 of a strictly public, nature. 
Although 
mauy of the former were unnecessary, as there 
were general laws under which their objects 
could have been substantially accomplished, 
they received the approval of tbe Executive 
from a reluctance on his part to return bills to 
tbe houses in which they originated, without 
the most substantial objections. Nevertheless, 
he was constrained, notwithstanding his earn­ 
est desire to be in accord with the two houses 
on matters of legislation, to withhold his ap­ 
proval from 147 of the bills sent to him. 
Tho constitution provides that corporations 
may be formed under general laws; but shall 
not be created by special act, except for 
municipal purposes and in cases where, in the 
judgment of the legislature, the objects or the 
corporation cannot be attained under general 
laws. 
The restriction contained in tbe last part of 
this provision lias not been in all cases re­ 
spected; for it i3 well known that charters are 
frequently sought and obtained by individuals 
desirous of being associated for private pur­ 
poses, not because tbere is any difficulty ir, 
affecting their object under existing law3, but 
because a special act of the legislature is re­ 
garded as attaching to such associations a 
higher public estimation, even when conferring 
no additional privileges or powers. 
Tbe legis­ 
lature, in yielding to such applications, under 
a natural desire on the part of the members to 
gratify the wishes of their constituents, has 
disregarded a restriction, whicli was intended 
by the constitution as a restraint upon un­ 
necessary legislation. 
Your attention is respectfully and earnestly 
invoked to this subject, with the assurance 
that much of your valuable time may be 
saved, and that you may avoid the hardship of 
transacting public business at your own ex 
pense. 
THE SUPPLY BILL. 


Tiie act annually passed “ making appro­ 
priations for certain expenses of government, 
and supplying deficiencies in former appro­ 
priations,” was originally what its title im­ 
ports, au act to supply deficiencies in preced­ 
ing appropriations, and usually covered two 
or three pages of the statute book. 
Last 
year it covered thirty-one pages, and by far 
the larger amount of its appropriations were 
for ordinary expenses of government, or for 
objects in no manner answering to the de­ 
scription of deficiencies. 
It is, in fact, to all 
ititeuls, a second appropriation bill. 
There is 
no reason why it should not be made what it 
was originally, and fctill professes to be, an 
act to provide for deficiencies in former ap­ 
propriations. 
I most earnestly aud respectfully request 
that the bill making provision for these ob­ 
jects may bo sent to me not later than tbe 1st 
day of March, that full time be afforded me 
for examining it-, and for you to reconsider it 
if it shall be found to contain matters which 
ought not, in my judgment, to receive my ap­ 
proval. 
At the last session of the Legislature 
it was not passed until the very last moment, 
and, indeed, tho adjournment was delayed for 
several hoars after midnight in order to dis­ 
pose of it. 
It is of the greatest importance 
to make all appropriations for the necessary 
expenses of government at an early day, and 
if another bill is required to provide for sup­ 
plying deficiencies it should be sent to the 
Governor for approval long enough before the 
close of the session to enaole him to exam ine 
it with care, as ho would, if he found objec­ 
tionable items in it after the adjournment, be 
compelled to approve wbat he considered 
wrong, or withhold his approval from it alto­ 
gether, and thus to defeat provisions indispen­ 
sable to meet urgent public needs. 


EMINENT DOMAIN. 
Among the bills left in my hands by tlio 
Legislature was one authorizing the Common 
Council of one of our cities in the interior of 
the state to purchase or acquire lands for a 
public cemetery for its use, aud conferring tiie 
right to lake such lands without tlio consent 
of the owner. 
My approval was withheld 
from this bill from considerations, to which I 
deem it proper to call your attention. 
Tho right of every individual to be secured 
in tbe undisturbed enjoyment of lii3 property 
lies at the foundation of all responsible gov­ 
ernment. 
It is, indeed, one of the primary 
oblects for which governments are instituted. 
To this fundamental rule there is but one 
proper exception. 
If private property is 
needed for public use, it may be taken bv 
making just compensation to the owner; but 
the use must be ono which is common to all, 
or which is indispensable to the accomplish­ 
ment of some object of public necessity. This 
right of eminent doman, as it is denominated, 
is an incident of sovereignty; and it is one of 
the most arbitrary of all the powers of gov­ 
ernment. 
In this it ha3 long been exercised for the 
purpose of constructing the highways, canals 
and bridges, and, more recently, for railroads 
and supplying cities and villages with pure 
and wholesome water. 
Iu tbe latter case it is 
justified by the fact that tbe public health is 
directly concerned. 
Although railroads par­ 
take largely of the character of highways and 
are subject to the common use of the public 
on terms regulated by law, the delegation to 
them of the right to take private property for 
their use without the owner’s consent was con­ 
sidered by many as exceedingly questionable, 
and was not conceded without hesitation by 
the Legislature. 
In all these cases there is a. 
necessity, in order to avoid or overcome phys­ 
ical obstacles, for pursuing given courses, and 
the refusal of a single owner of property might 
defeat the public object in view. 
Under such 
circumstauces the government deemed it jus­ 
tifiable to interpose, and to authorize the 
property to be taken on making just compen­ 
sation for it.

THE CURRENCY. 
The city of New York is tho financial and 
commercial centre of the Union. 
Tbe greater 
part of the revenue from imports is collected 
there; and there, by its widely extended mer­ 
cantile transactions,our foreign exchanges aro 
for the most part regulated. Unfortunately, too, 
it is the principal theatre of the speculations, 
always enormous and frequently fraudulent, 
by which the legitimate business’ of the coun­ 
try is deranged and it3 good name sullied.— 
The interests of the city and the state are thus 
so intimately interwoven with the condition 
of the currency or the country, that I feel jus­ 
tified in considering it within the provision of 
the constitution, which requires the governor 
“ to communicate by m essage to the legisla­ 
ture at every session the condition of the state 
and recommend such matters to them as he 
shall deem expedient.” 
The financial pressure, under which the 
country is laboring, 
has exhibited a new 
phase—a suspension by the banks, not ofpay- 
ment in specie, but of payment in depreciated 
and inconvertible paper—a lower depth of dis­ 
credit than we have ever before reached.__ 
Their condition, when public confidence was 
at its lowest ebb, may be exemplified by the 
hypothetical case of a debtor, who, when call­ 
ed on to pay, could only give his creditor a 
certificate thnt he owed him the money; and 
it is worthy of consideration that their inabil­ 
ity to meet their obligations occurred with 
$700,000,000 of circulating bank and govern­ 
ment notes outstanding. 
The disordered condition of the currency, 
out of which this extraordinary suspension 
arose is a source of general dissatisfaction to 
the people of the country and of serious in­ 
jury and embarassment to our commercial 
transactions at home and abroad.

C o n t i n u e d fro m Nocon< r a g e 
may lie Justly said that the recent sudden re­ 
vulsion in nearly all the channel* of productive 
industry, by which multitude* of Hie laboring 
classes have been thrown out of employment, 
the fraudulent device* for pecuniary gain, the 
inordinate speculation*, the profligate expen 
dilute, public aud private, and the w ide-spread 
demoralization, by w hich we are dishonored, 
are the legitimate consequences of a long-con­ 
tinued suspension of specie payment* by tho 
govern arent and the banks. 
If, as is believed, 
nothing bat cmmicent danger to the public 
safety can Justify a legislative act making de­ 
preciated paper a legal tender in contracts be­ 
tween individuals, it is the manifest duty of 
the government to repeal it at the earliest 
practicable day, when the danger is over, mid 
put an end to the evil and injustice it has pro­ 
duced. 
And yet, after the lapse of nearly 
nine years from the suppression of the rebel­ 
lion, no step has been taken by Congress to 
repair this great public and private wrong 
No counlry'lias ever Iud more abundant facil­ 
ities for restoring or keeping up its circulating 
paper to the universal standard of value than 
we have possessed daring this long period of 
Inaction. 
We are producers of tho precious 
metals iii large quantities. 
The product* of 
our mines during the last nine years are re­ 
ported at §639,500,000. 
In tho same period 
we coined $244,351,394.89 in gold, and $25,- 
787,331.76 in silv er-in all. $270,138,726.65. 
Thus, but little moro than 42 per cent, of the 
pioducts of our gold and silver mines have 
reached our mints, while one of tim chief occu­ 
pations of our assay offices lias been to con­ 
vert our bullion into bars for exportation. 
We have, by the continued use of irredeemable 
paper, banished from the country the greater 
part of the precious metal* which we havo 
produced, or driven them into Hie manufacture 
of articles of luxury. 
We have gone so far in 
this false direction by Hic issue of $48,000,000 
of fractional currency, a* it is called (more 
than §28,000,900 of which is below the denom­ 
ination of 50 cents), that we have expelled all 
our river coin from circulation, leaving the 
whole business of domestic exchange to be 
carried on with depreciated paper, excepting 
the pieces of base metal in use of the value* bf 
five cents and under. 
To make the return to 
*pecie payment* more remote aud difficult the 
treasury departm ent has during the last five 
tears thrown into the market tor sale $324,- 
108,539 of gold coin, 
lf half this amouut had 
been kept in the public vault*, we might at 
this very hour have safely declared the circa- 
Isling note* issued by the government to bo 
redeemable in specie; while the gradual accu­ 
mulation of such a supply of the precious 
metals would have been accompanied by a 
corresponding restraint on over-trading and 
•peculation aud rendered tho transition to our 
present state of restriction comparatively easy 
and ha rniIe??. 
There can be no higher proof of the impolicy 
of this process of sHf-spoliation than the fact 
that a direct reversal of it is the only mode by 
which we can ho|»e to return to the standard 
of specie. 
The steps to bo taken are, first, to 
regain the precious metal?, of which we have 
improvidently stripped ourselves, and then to 
withdraw the paper, by which they have been 
driven into other channels. 
If our import 
duties do not yield a surplus for accumulation 
aper paying the interest on our public debt, it 
would ho far better to repurchase (as we can 
at a less price than we sold) a portion of tho 
coiu we pjrtod with than to prolong a slate of 
thing* which is equally Injurious to our indus­ 
try and discreditable to our character as a 
commercial people. 
It is one of it* unjust 
consequence* that we levy on external com­ 
merce the whole amount of coin with which the 
interest of the puolic debt is paid, thus throw­ 
ing tipi rn a single branch of industry a burden 
which should bo shared by all. 
■ T h e experience of all conntrie? attest? that 
ppaper circulation cannot be ? cured from 
pernicious fluctuation*, utile** it i? upheld by 
a broad basis of s|>ocio. 
Independently of the 
consideration of stability iu the value of the 
instruments we employ to effect our domestic 
exchange*, it is of vital interest to Hie labor- ! 
ing classes that Hie precious metals should en­ 
ter so largely into circulation a* lo constitute 
the principal medium tor the payment of their 
wage* and tile purchase of necessaries to sup­ 
ply their moderate want*. 
To accomplish 
these objects we must withdrew our fractional 
currency and a sufficient amount of note* of 
other denomination* to make the residue prac­ 
tically redeemable in specie. The result would 
be lo infuse into the circulation a supply of 
coin on which the government and the bauk* 
could draw in case of emergency, and avert 
much of the evil incident to the fluctuational 
NjT a currency con-isting largely of palier.— 
■Toe Bank OI England issue* no notes under 
[five pound* sterling—about $23. 
The Bauk 
of France issued none Ie fore the war with Ger­ 
many under filly Irancs—about $1(1. 
The Int- 
Ur country had nearly $450,000,000 in gold 
and silver coiu ut the commencement of ilia!

Without such a supply of specie to 
draw upon she could not,without great pecun­ 
iary and commercia! disaster, have paid the 
enormous war fine of nearly $ I,(mo.OOO,OOO in

■ T here arc already uumcrou* schemes to 
Remedy existing evil?, some of them providing 
for ail additional i-suo of interest-bearing 
bonds, redeemable in greenback*; or, in oth­ 
er words, of paper in one form, redeemable in 
irredeemable pitier in a uot ber form. 
Unless 
the testimony of all history is discarded, these 
schemes can have no other consequence* tliau 
to prolong aud aggravate prevailing embar­ 
rassments, and end in a catastrophe more 
overwhelming to the prosperity of the coun­ 
try aud the credit of the government, than 
any we have yet experienced, 
it is a great 
error 
to 
suppose that 
there 
is 
any 
mystery in 
the 
currency question, 
how­ 
ever industriously the belief may Im propa* 
■ lied by the advocate* of paper, so long us 
wit our reasoning* concerning it are in rela­ 
tion with the standard of specie. 
It is only 
when men undertake to make that which ha*: 
no intrinsic value perform an office to which 
intrinsic value is indispensable; or, in oilier 
words, it is only when met) try to solve the 
Impossible problem of ascertaining w ith how 
much inconvertible paper the commercial 
transaction* of a great country can be carried 
oo, that their miud? become mystified und 
run into the most illogical theories. 
It is be­ 
lieved thai the remedial process, by which we 
lire to he effectually relieved, is one of the 
■utmost simplicity—namely, to gather together 
at HW) earliest day possible, by purchase or 
otherwise, a sufficient amount of specie, to 
enable us to declare our circulating pajH*r re­ 
deemable in coin. Tim precise amount needed 
may lie the subject of some difference of 
opinion, but not so great a? to cause any 
serious emburassmertt. 
The precut moment is a most favorable one 
for restoring the country to a solvent condi­ 
tion. 
The state of our foreign commerce, Hie 
abundance of our harvests and our general 
pros|K*rity, combine lo inspire confidence in 
any well-directed effort to accomplish the 
object; and it is the opinion of many of our 
most judicious aud experienced hankers and 
financier?, that the government may safely 
declare uow that it will redeem it* circulating 
note* In sjiecie, ou the 1st of January, 1873.

is not believed that the legislature would have 
authorized the construction of these banding* 
on the plans adopted, IT a:cnrate statements 
of their probable cost had becD submitted to 
It. 
The capitol of Hie seat of government rep­ 
resents the sovereignty of the people of the 
state. 
The laws by which they are governed 
are enacted within its wall?. 
It is right that 
It should bear in Its dimensions aud the per­ 
fection of its architecture, a just relation to 
tho dignity of the service to which it is dedi­ 
cated; and the people will not object to any 
reasonable expenditure whicli m aybe neces­ 
sary to make it a tilting symbol of their su­ 
premacy aud power. 
The proposed expenditure is nevertheless 
far greater thau it should be; and iii* be­ 
lieved that it may yet be reduced without im­ 
pairing the architectural finish or proportion? 
of the edifice. 
In regard to buildings Intended for the 
treatment and care of tho insane, and for the 
custody, punishment or reformation of crimi­ 
nals. it is neither necessary nor appropriate 
Hint they should be ornamental or costly In 
their architecture. 
They should be plain and 
substantial, and should be constructed with 
the single purpose of adapting them to the 
uses for which they are designed. 
The cities 
and districts within which they ore established 
will very naturally desire that they should be 
highly embellished cs ornaments to their 
neighborhoods; and as the superintendence 
of their construction is usually confided to 
persons who reside near them, it w ill require 
great care on the part of the state, as experi­ 
ence has shown, to prevent the plan* from be­ 
ing modified by costly alteration? or addi­ 
tion?. 
The most eflectnal method of guarding 
against defective estimates of cost and chang­ 
es of plan involving additional expenditure is 
lo place the construction of all building* to 
De erected at Hie expense of the state, under 
a single superintending architect, with a sala­ 
ry sufficient to command lite highest qualifi­ 
cations. 
Such an arra gement would also 
save to the state a large portion of I he compen­ 
sation uow paid to a uumber of architects re­ 
ceiving a percentage on the amount expend­ 
ed in the contraction of the buildings re- 
spcctlvely in their charge. 
No plan should lie 
finally adopted and no building commenced 
until all the working drawings are perfected; 
aud when this i? done, nil experienced builder 
is often more competent to carry on the work 
of construction than the architect by whom it 
was designed. 
if the appointment of a superintending arch­ 
itect is provided for, hi* first duty should !>e 
to see whether such modifications may not ive 
made in the plan* of the buildings now in pro- I 
grass a? to secure a material reduction of I 
their cost. 
That tho expenditure* have not j 
only lieea unnecessary luff extravagant. In 
more than one instnnee, cannot well be doubt­ 
ed. 
The Hudson River Hospital, so far as it 
is constructed, is a model building, but it lias 
cost a much larger sum than was necessary, 
and certainly much more thau the state can 
aflord, if provision is to be made for such of 
our seven thousand insane a? are in indigent 
circumstances. 
Tho material* for another 
section of the building are on hand aud paid 
for; and it is desirable that this section, which 
can lie constructed according to the same ex­ 
ternal design at a comparatively less cost than 
Ute one already completed, should Im* finished 
as speedily a* |>os?iiil». 
The expense of drain­ 
age and supplying the institution with water 
has also liven paid. ?o that the further expen­ 
diture will be limited to tho cost of the build­ 
ing ami its necessary furniture. 
It is also desirable that the two ward* of 
the Buffalo asylum 
partially constructed, 
should tm completed so a? to be in condition 
to receive inmates. 
With these two exception?, and w ith an ap­ 
propriation for the new capitol, it i? due to 
the people of the state, already overburdened 
with taxes, that furih r expenditure oil these 
buildings should cease until the plan? cm be 
revised aud their cost broil gilt within reason­ 
able bounds. It is of the more lmjioriaiice, us 
oilier receptacles will be needed to provide for 
the insane |>oor. 
A large number are in 
county poor-houses in the most deplorable 
condition and wholly without remedial treat­ 
ment : ami there can be lit tie hope of making 
provision for f'jcai if millions are lavished up­ 
on two or tim e costly establishment*. 


AMENDMENTS TO TUE C iXSTm’TIOX. 
It will devolve on you to consider and act 
u|Hin the amendments to the Con*', it ut iou, 
which were agreed to by the two brunches of 
the Legislature at its lust session. 
Should 
they be agre??! to by a majority of ail the 
members elected to each house at the present 
session, it will be your duty to submit them 
lo the people, aud if, on tieing so submitted, 
they are approved and ratified by a majority 
of the elector* qualified IO vote for member* 
of tile Legislature voting thereon, they will 
become a part of Hie Constitution. 
These 
amendment* were matured after tile most de­ 
liberate consideration by a body of citizens 
eminent for their ability and experience, rep­ 
resenting in equal numbers the two leading 
political parties in the state, aud they provide 
for defect* in the Constitution, which have 
been a source of gr *nt public inconvenience 
aud Injury. 
It is earnestly hoped that they 
may meet your approval. Should you fail to 
agree to them it would ta* necessary to insti­ 
tute new proceeding?, which would prolong 
existing defects in the Constitution for a 
further term of three year?.

The word Epiphany is derived from the 
Greek and signifies appearance, manifesta­ 
tion; and it is a festival of the Christian 
church, instituted to commemorate the ap­ 
pearance of Jesus Christ to the magi or wise 
men, who came from the East bringing Him 
presents.

EK K N O W IN G LT FAM OUS. 
A Romance of the IVnrti Street M. E. 
Church. 
Not very long since on a Suuday evening 
there stroiled into the M. E. Church on Wurts 
street, in the lower portion of this city, a dis­ 
tinguished figure painter of New York, who is 
personally known to very few people in this 
city.

Supreme Court and Court of Oyer and 
Terminer will be held at the Court House ou 
the 12th in.-t., opening at two o'clock in the 
afternoon.

He had been about liis room as 
usual and was preparing to take a walk, 
when he was suddenly attacked with what 
the physicians called some cerebral diffi­ 
culty and expired iu about an hour.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
Continued from Sec on < Dasro. 
may be justly said that the recent sudden re­ 
vulsion in nearly all the channels of productive 
industry, by which multitudes of the laboring 
classes have been thrown out of employment, 
the fraudulent devices for pecuniary gain, the 
¡norüimito speculations, the profligate expen­ 
diture, public and private, and the wide-spread 
demoralization, by which we are dishonored, 
are the legitimate consequences of a long-con­ 
tinued suspension of specie paymeuts by the 
government and the banks, if, as is believed, 
nothing but emminent danger to the public 
safety can Justify a legislative act making de­ 
preciated paper a legal tender in contracts be­ 
tween individuals, it is the manifest duty of 
the government to repeal it at the earliest 
practicable doy, when the daDger is over, aud 
put an end to the evil and injustice it has pro­ 
duced. And yet, after the lapse of nearly 
nine years from the suppression of the rebel­ 
lion, no step has been taken by Congress to 
repair this great public and private wrong.— 
No country has ever had more abundant facil­ 
ities for restoring or keeping up its circulating 
paper to the universal standard oí value than 
we have possessed during this long period of 
iuaction. We are producers of the precious 
metals iu large quantities. The products of 
our mines during the last nine years arc re- 
parted at §639,500,000. In the same period 
wo coined $244,351,394.89 in gold, and $25,- 
787,331.76 iu silver—in all, $270,138,726.65. 
Thus, but little more than 42 per cent, of the 
products of our gold and silver mines have 
reached our mints, while one of the chief occu­ 
pations of our assay otfices has been to con­ 
vert our bullion into bars for exportation. 
We have, by the continued use of irredeemable 
paper, banished from the country the greater 
part of the precious metals which we havo 
produced, or driven them into the manufacture 
of articles of luxury. We have gone so far in 
this false direction by the issue of $48,000,000 
of fractional currency, as it is called (more 
than §28,000,000 of which is below the denom­ 
ination of 50 cents), that we have expelled all 
our siver coin from circulation, leaving the 
whole business of domestic exchange to be 
carried on with depreciated paper, excepting 
the pieces of base metal in use of the value of 
five cents and under. To make the return to 
specie payments more remote and difficult the 
treasury department lias during the last five 
\ ears thrown into the market tor sale $324,- 
108,539 of gold coin. If half this amount had 
been kept in the public vaults, we might at 
this very hour have safely declared the eircu- 
lating notes issued by the government to bo 
redeemable in specie; while the gradual accu­ 
mulation of such a supply of the precious 
metals would have been accompanied by a 
corresponding restraint on over-trading and 
speculation and rendered the transition to our 
present state of restriction comparatively easy 
and harmless. 
There can be no higher proof of the impolicy 
of this process oí self-spoliation than the fact 
lhat a direct reversal of it is the only mode by 
which we can hope to return to the’ standard 
of specie. The steps to bo taken are, first, to 
regain the precious metals, of which we have 
improvidcntly stripped ourselves, and then to 
withdraw the paper, by which they have been 
driven into other channels. If our import 
duties do not yield a surplus for accumulation 
after paying the iuterest on our public debt, it 
would be far better to repurchase (as we can 
at a less price tliau we sold) a portion of tho 
coin we parted with than to proloug a state of 
things which is equally Injurious to our indus­ 
try aud discreditable to our character as a 
commercial people. It is one of its unjust 
consequences that we levy ou external com­ 
merce the whole amount of coin with which the 
interest of the public debt is paid, thus throw­ 
ing upon a single branch of industry a burden 
which should be shared by all. 
The experience of all countries attests that 
a paper circulation cannot be s cured from 
pernicious fluctuations, unless it ¡3 upheld by 
a broad ba3is of specie. Independently of the 
consideration of stability in the value of the 
instruments we employ to eflect our domestic 
exchanges, it is of vital interest to the labor­ 
ing classes that the precious metals should en­ 
ter so largely into circulation as to 'constitute 
the principal medium for the payment of their 
wages and tho purchase of necessaries to sup­ 
ply” their moderate wants. To accomplish 
these objects we must withdraw our fractional 
currency and a sufficient amount of notes of 
other denominations to make the residue prac­ 
tically redeemable in specie. The result would 
be to infuse into the circulation a supply or 
coin ou which the government and the banks 
could draw in case of emergency, and avert 
much of the evil incident to the fluctuations 
of a currency consisting largely of paper.— 
The Bank of England issues 110 notes under 
five pounds sterling—about $25. The Bank 
of France issued none bt fore the war with Ger­ 
many under fifty francs—about $10. The lat­ 
ter country had nearly S450,1)00,000 in gold 
and silver coin at the commencement of that 
contest. Without such a supply of specie to 
draw upon she could not, without great pecun 
iary and commercial disaster, have paid the 
enormous war fine of nearly $1,000,000,000 in 
which she was mulcted by the Emperor of 
Germany. 
There are already numerous schemes to 
remedy existing evils, some of them providing 
for an additional issue of interest-bearing 
bonds, redeemable in greenbacks; or, in oth­ 
er words, of paper in one form, redeemable in 
irredeemable paper in auother form. Unless 
the testimony of all history is discarded, these 
schemes can have no other consequences than 
to prolong and aggravate prevailing embar 
rassments, and end in a catastrophe more 
overwhelming to the prosperity of the coun­ 
try and the credit of the government, than 
any we have yet experienced. It is a great 
error 
to suppose that 
there 
is 
any 
mystery in ttie currency question, how­ 
ever industriously the belief may lie propa 
gated by the advocates of paper, so long as 
all our reasonings concerning it are in rela­ 
tion with the standard of specie. It is only 
when men undertake to make that which has 
no intrinsic value perform an office to which 
intrinsic value is indispensable; or, in other 
words, it is only when men try to solve the 
impossible problem of ascertaining with how 
much inconvertible paper the commercial 
transactions of a great country can be carried 
on, that their minds become mystified and 
run into the most illogical theories. It is be­ 
lieved that the remedial process, by which we 
are to be effectually relieved, is one of the 
utmost simplicity—namely, to gather together 
at thft earliest day possible, by purchase or 
otherwise, a sufficient amount of specie, to 
enable us to declare our circulating paper re­ 
deemable in coin. The precise amount needed 
may be the subject of some difference of 
opinion, but not so great as to cause any 
serious embarassmertt. 
The present moment is a most favorable one 
for restoring the country to a solvent condi­ 
tion. The state of our foreign commerce, the 
abundance of our harvests and our general 
prosperity, combine to inspire confidence in 
any well-directed effort to accomplish the 
object; and it is the opinion of many of our 
most judicious and experienced bankers and 
financiers, that the government may safely 
declare now that it will redeem its circulating 
notes in specie, on the 1st of January, 1875.'

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
It is worthy of your consideration whether 
some uniform mode of superintending the con­ 
struction of the public buildings which are in 
progress should not be adopted. Beside the 
new Capitol there are three hospitals or asy­ 
lums for the insane (the Hudson River State 
Hospital, at Poughkeepsie, the Homoeopathic 
Asylum, at Middletown, and tho Stato Asy­ 
lum, at Bufialo), and a stale reformatory at 
Elmira, which are incomplete. 
Tho original estimates for the construction 
of these buildings are nearly as follows:

or nearly four times the original estimates. 
The increased cost has liecu caused in some 
instances by changes of plan, aud to some ex­ 
tent by the advanced price of labor and ma­ 
terials; but It is to be accounted for in a far 
greater degree by understating the necessary 
expenditure in the original estimates; and it 
is not believed that the legislature would have 
authorized the construction of these balldings 
on the plans adopted, if aicurate statements 
of their probable cost bad been submitted to 
It.The capítol of the seat of government rep­ 
resents the sovereignty of the people of the 
state. The law3 by which they are governed 
are enacted within its walls. It is risrht that 
it should bear In its dimensions aud the per­ 
fection of its architecture, a just relation to 
tho dignity of the service to which it is dedi­ 
cated; and the people will not object to any 
reasonable expenditure which maybe neces­ 
sary to make it a fitting symbol of their su­ 
premacy and power. 
The proposed expenditure is nevertheless 
far greater than it should be; and it is be­ 
lieved that it may yet be reduced without im­ 
pairing the architectural finish or proportions 
of the edifice. 
In regard to buildings intended for the 
treatment and care of tho iusane, and for the 
custody, punishment or reformation of crimi­ 
nals, it is neither necessary nor appropriate 
that they should be oruamental or costly in 
their architecture. They should be plain and 
substantial, and should be constructed with 
the single purpose of adapting thorn to the 
uses for which they are designed. The cities 
and districts within which they are established 
will very naturally desire lhat they should be 
highly embellished as ornaments to their 
neighborhoods; and as the superintendence 
of their construction is usually confided to 
persons who reside near them, it will require 
great care on the part of the slate, as experi­ 
ence has shown, to prevent the plans from be­ 
ing modified by costly alterations or addi­ 
tions. 
The most efleclual method of guarding 
against defective estimates of cost and chang­ 
es of plan involving additional expenditure is 
lo place the construction of all buildings to 
be erected at the expense of the state, under 
a single superintending architect, with a sala­ 
ry sufficient to command the highest qualifi­ 
cations. Such an arra gement would also 
save to the state a large portion of the compen­ 
sation now paid to a number of architects re­ 
ceiving a percentage on the amount expend­ 
ed in the construction of the buildings re­ 
spectively in their charge. No plan should be 
Dually adopted and no buildiug commenced 
untifall the working drawings are perfected; 
aud when this is done, an experienced builder 
is often more competent to carry on the work 
of construction than the architect by whom it 
was designed. 
If tho appointment of a superintending arch­ 
itect is provided for, bis first duty should tie 
to see whether such modifications may not be 
made in the plans of the buildings now in pro­ 
gress as to secure a material reduction of 
their cost. That the expenditures have not 
only been unnecessary but extravagant, in 
more than one instance, cannot well lie doubt­ 
ed. The Hudson River Hospital, so far as it 
is constructed, is a model building, but it has 
co3t a much larger sum than was necessary, 
and certainly much more than the state con 
aflord, if provision is to be made for such of 
our seven thousand insane as are in indigent 
circumstances. The materials for another 
section of the building are on hand and paid 
for; and it is desirable that this section, which 
can be constructed according to the same ex­ 
ternal design at a comparatively less cost than 
tho one already completed, should be finished 
as speedily as possible. The expense of drain­ 
age and supplying the institution with water 
has also been paid, so that the fun her expen­ 
diture will be limited to the cost ol the build­ 
ing and its necessary furniture. 
It is also desirable that the two wards of 
the Bufialo asylum partially constructed, 
should be completed so as to be in condition 
to receive inmates. 
With these two exceptions, and with an ap­ 
propriation for the new capítol, it is due to 
the people of the siate, already overburdened 
with taxes, that further expenditure on these 
buildings should cease until the plans can be 
revised and their cost brought within reason­ 
able bounds. It is of the more importance, as 
other receptacles will be needed to provide for 
the insane poor. A large number are in 
county poor-houses in the most deplorable 
condition and wholly without remedial treat­ 
ment; and there cau be liitle hope of making 
provision for them if millions are lavished up­ 
on two or three costly establishments.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
It will devolve on you to consider and act 
upon the amendments to the Constitution, 
which were agreed to by the two branches of 
the Legislature at its last session. Should 
they be agreed to by a majority of all the 
members elected to eacli house at tno present 
session, it will be your duty to submit them 
to the people, and if, on being so submitted, 
they are approved and ratified by a majority 
of the electors qualified to vote ior members 
of the Legislature voting thereon, they will 
become a part of the Constitution. 
These 
amendments were matured after the most de­ 
liberate consideration by a body of citizens 
eminent for their ability and experience, rep­ 
resenting in equal numbers the two leading 
political parties in the state, and they provide 
Tor defects iu the Constitution, which have 
beeu a source of great public inconvenience 
aud Injury. It is earnestly hoped that they 
may meet your approval. Should you fail to 
agree to them it would be necessary to insti­ 
tute new proceedings, which would prolong 
existing defects in the Constitution for a 
further term of three years.
